Place. 
About the middle of the 19th 
century, it seemed there was a 
growing need for a place of 
Christian worship in the central 
area of the village. 
In the fall of 1850, two mem­ 
bers of the First Dutch Church, 
Henrietta Wynkoop and Henry 
H. Reynolds, built a building on 
Hasbrouck Avenue suitable for 
Sunday school and divine wor­ 
ship. The opening service was 
held in Septemlier 1850, conduct­ 
ed by The Rev. Henry Smuller, 
pastor of the Fair Street Re­ 
formed Church, who, with other 
neighboring ministers, 
supplied 
the pulpit until the Rev. Abram 
Fort was appointed as missionary 
in 1854. 
A Sunday school was estab­ 
lished in May, 1851, with six 
members 
m elding 
a 
teacher. 
The growth of the school was 
rapid, and within two years an 
addition 
to 
the building 
was 
necessary to house the pupils. 
The Rev. William A. Shaw' suc­ 
ceeded the Rev. Mr. Fort and in 
April, 1863, the Rev. Mr. Shaw 
presented a request to the Clas­ 
sis of Ulster asking that the 
mission at Wiltwyck be organ­ 
ized into a church. Classis met 
in special session on May 27, 
1863, and acted favorably on this 
petition, thus completing the or­ 
ganization of the church. 
Miss Henrietta Wynkoop had 
promised to build a new church 
structure when the mission as­ 
sumed the status of a regular 
church. A little more than a 
year after organization, July I, 
1964, the new building was dedi­ 
cated. The same building con-

parsonage was 
built 
by Miss 
Sarah Reynolds and he and Mrs. 
Palmer were the first to occupy 
this dwelling. 
The long pastorate of the Rev. 
Wilber Stowe began in 1914 and 
continued until 1936. Under his 
very able leadership the church 
flourished in every way. Recog­ 
nizing the need for greater facil­ 
ities for the Sunday school and 
for the activities of the church, 
the Rev. Mr. Stowe made plans 
for the construction of a parish 
hall, and on September 19, 1924, 
the cornerstone of the present 
church hall was laid. 
The 
cost of 
the 
ambitious 
project was in excess of $30,000, 
not including the generous dona­ 
tions of both brick and labor. 
The wisdom in constructing this 
building has long since proved 
itself, and the hall is constantly 
used for many purposes. 
In 1937, the Rev. Cornelius 
Muyskens was called and contin­ 
ued until 1939. During the minis­ 
try of the Rev. Russell Damstra, 
1939 to 1943, the church was 
strengthened. Many new’ mem­ 
bers entered during his ministry 
and a high degree of loyalty on 
the part of the members w’as de­ 
veloped. Through his efforts a 
chancel was put in the church, 
adding to the beauty of the sanc­ 
tuary and the dignity of the 
services. 
The Rev. Raymond J. Pontier 
was installed in February, 1944. 
The work of the church has con­ 
tinued to go forward. In 1944 the 
parsonage w’as remodeled into 
two apartments, and a new heat­ 
ing system was installed.

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INTOLERABLE INCOMPETENCE 
The lives of many individual servicemen 
—not to mention the security of the coun­ 
t y —may depend on the soundness with 
which 
missiles, 
planes, submarines and 
other defense devises are put together. 
Wouldn’t you imagine, therefore, that 
workmen and firms who turn these things 
out would apply themselves to their tasks 
with extreme care and high dedication? 
Large numbers plainly do just that. But, 
as we are learning from the inquiry into the 
tragic case of the submarine Thresher, some 
do not. 
If ever a matter called for full congres­ 
sional investigation, this would seem to. 
Indeed, enough evidence of poor porform- 
ance exists to suggest that we ought to have 
a revival of the militant spirit which char­ 
acterized the Senate Preparedness subcom­ 
mittee in wartime. 
And any probe should concern itself not 
simply with what happened to the Thresher 
in the Portsmouth Naval Shipyard, but with 
what happens to other submarines and 
many types of naval craft when they are 
being built, overhauled or repaired. 
Some reports filtering out of these places 
are pretty frightening. From one yard, a 
submarine commander examining repairs 
to his ship’s hull said: 
“That weld will never hold under pres­ 
sure.” 
You might as well send a plane up with a 
gaping hole in the wing as take a submarine 
down with a weak spot in its hull. 
Testimony already taken with respect to 
the Thresher offers a considerable cata­ 
logue of deficiencies, on the part of both 
naval yard workmen and outside, private 
suppliers of components. 
Of the vessel’s extensive system of hy­ 
draulic valves, one in every five was orig­ 
inally installed backwards. The same thing 
happened to the periscope mechanism. The 
rudder complex, the air system and other 
elements were defective at the outset. 
Some of the proud working folk at Ports­ 
mouth yard do not like to hear such criti­ 
cisms. One called them “lumps in the 
mashed potatoes.” 
But when lives—and the nation’s safety— 
are involved, this is no time to invoke the 
great alibi of the mid-20th century: “Only 
a minority were responsible.” A minority of 
one can send a submarine to the bottom. 
What goes on in naval construction is 
only part of what may be a very large and 
unhappy commentary on certain elements 
In American labor and management. The 
Thresher disaster suggests, however, that 
this is the place to begin digging.

O P P E N H E IM E R W A S N 'T W R O N G ED 
When J. Robert Oppenheimer, the wartime 
director of the Los Alamos atomic energy project, 
was named as the 1963 recipient of the govern­ 
m ent’s Fermi award of $50,000 for outstanding 
work in atomic science, it was hailed in certain 
quarters as the vindication of a reputation. Ac­ 
cording to the ADA-A m ericans for Democratic 
Action— Oppenheimer had been fully slandered 
back in 1954 when, by a 4-1 vote, the Atomic 
Energy Commission deprived him of access to 
atomic secrets on the grounds that he was a 
security risk. This denial of security clearance. 
so said an ADA spokesman, was part and parcel 
of a "had hangover of McCarthyism.” 
Since Dr. Oppenheimer has been spending his 
time in recent years mediating at Princeton on 
the moral climate of our times in mellowed iso­ 
lation. this column has no desire to hurt him by 
bringing up old charges. Rut the imputation that 
the Channing "Oppy” was a victim of "McCar­ 
thyism” is too much to let pass without comment. 
The fact it that the panel headed by educator 
Gordon Gray, which silted the whole problem of 
Oppenheimer's behavior as head of Los Alamos, 
was the very antithesis of McCarthyite." 
"McCarthyism.” over the years, has taken on 
the connotation of unjust accusation. But no in­ 
vestigatory body ever accused Dr. Gppenheimer 
of anything beyond muddying the waters when 
the FRI and the Atomic Energy Commission tried 
to get at the truth about his associations with 
certain old friend*. Oppenheimer was not called 
an "agent" or a "traitor” or anything like that. 
Indeed, the inference to be drawn from some 900 
pages of testimony is that he was a political in- 
nxtent, one of those "useful” innocents who. pre­ 
cisely because they don't know beans about ques­ 
tions of Marxism or the history of the Commu­ 
nist Revolution, have to be told again and again 
and again that people like Lenin. Stalin and 
Khrushchev aren’t law-abiding "democrats." 
The truth about Oppenheimer, as is empha­ 
sized in a forthcoming book by Ralph de Toledano 
called "The Greatest Plot in History: How the 
Reds Stole the A-Bomb," is that he was a softie 
in a position that demanded hard intelligence 
about the danger of giving critical jobs to scien­ 
tists who might have been dupes of the Commu­ 
nists. In the period bef>re he was tapped to or­ 
ganize the atomic energy project at Los Alamos. 
Oppenheimer had had friendly social relations , 
with admitted Communists and fellow travelers. I 
His wife and brother had both been members of 
the Communist Party, and he himself had con- | 
tribute<l part of his salary to Communist coffers 
even up into the time of the Hitler-Stalin pact. 
All of this might have been neither here nor 
there if Oppenheimer had been careful to make 
a clean breast of his associations when he was 
in a position to affect the hiring and firing of 
government atomic energy personnel. But the 
Gray committee found he had been "less than 
candid" in testifying about his old pals of Berke­ 
ley. California, days. 
During the war, when the Communists were 
our allies, it could have be^n represented as the 
part of wisdom to make use of Oppenheimer's 
knowledge of atomic physics in order to push the 
atomic bomb to completion. Speed was of the 
essence in those days, and questions of "security” 
vis-a-vis the Russians had not yet become ob­ 
viously critical. But after 1943, when the Soviets 
were our newest enemies, the business of em­ 
ploying brilliant physicists who happened also to 
be political innocents could not be regarded in the 
rosy light of 1941-45. The development of the 
hydrogen bomb was up for decision—and when 
(jppenheimer opposed the H-Bomb program the 
members of the Atomic Energy Commissin were 
quite understandably perplexed.

Oppenheimer was treated gently, and to say that 
he was made the victim of a "McCarthyite reign 
of terror" is a violent travesty on history.

Bright little fish from near* 
by African waters surround 
him in South Africa’s Durban 
Aquarium as he hands out 
rations of shrimp and prawn. 
But it isn’t all that simple. 
Silently, in ever-narrow ing 
circles, unfed sharks patrol 
ever closer to the skin-diver. 
Then, suddenly, Bort turns 
on 
the sly and 
dangerous 
sharks and—watched by curi­ 
ous tourists peering through 
underwater windows in the 
Aquarium — he pops sardines 
into a shark's jagged jaws. He 
also eases juicy hake steaks 
into the snapping mouths of 
half-a-dozen sea turtles. 
It s all in a day’s work for 
Bert Roets. He's in charge of 
feeding time at Africa’s larg­ 
est aquarium. 
The city of Durban boasts 
one of the few aquariums in 
the world built on the ocean­ 
arium principle. Here a large 
collection of fish live together 
just as they do in the ocean— 
excepting that the frogman 


feeds them by hand three 
times daily. 
The majority of the fish 
come from the nearby Bay 
and, because they are fed reg­ 
ularly, there is no danger of 
their attacking each other in 
battle for food. Here vicious 
sharks swim silently along­ 


s i d e snappers, c o l o r f u l 
wrasses, kingfish and mullet. 
Once netted bv seine net- 
ters in the harbor, fish are 
rushed to the aquarium and 
placed immediately in small 
acclimitization tanks located 
in the basement of the main 
aquarim building. Here they

become accustomed to living 
in comparative confinement 
and, once they have lost their 
restlessness, the fish are trans­ 
ferred to the main tanks and 
go on display for thousands 
of visitors to watch and enjoy.

tiful specimens and a few of 
the more delicate varieties, 
such as angelfish and the but­ 
terfly coral fish, are caught 
on tiny hooks or in fine mesh 
seine nets and brought to 
the Oceanarium.

The aquarium offers mem­ 
bers of the South African As­ 
sociation for Marine Biologi­ 
cal Research unique opportu­ 
nities to study fish in sur­ 
roundings closely a k i n to 
their natural habitat. 
But to the casual visitor, 
it’s Bert Roets w ho is the real 
“star of the show.” Excite­ 
ment always breaks loose in 
the 186.000-gallon Oceanari­ 
um as he flips his way down 
to the bottom of the circular 
tank.

“Conventional school practice 
tends to reward conform ity and 
to squelch creativity—and this 
tendency has strong support by 
education today,” 
according to 
Dr. C. W. H unnicutt, Professor 
of Education, Syracuse Univer­ 
sity. 
Addressing over 1,000 curricu­ 
lum workers, adm inistrators and 
teachers at the 14th annual con­ 
vention of the New York S tate 
Association of Supervision and 
Curriculum Development at the 
Lake Placid Club Friday night, 
Dr. H unnicutt w arned th at cer­ 
tain “political or economic groups 
are continually trying to harry 
out of schools people, books or 
ideas not congruent with their 
own. To save dem ocracy,” the 
speaker said, “ they would de­ 
stroy its essence. In all too m any 
cases, conform ity and non-inno­ 
vation 
have become alm ost a 
fetish.” 
Dr. 
H unnicutt 
described 
as 
even “m ore fundam ental the role 
of 
program m ed 
learning 
and 
teaching m achines.” He described 
these as “a basically valid m edi­ 
cine which may have dangerous 
side effects.” 
The speaker said, “I am refer­ 
ring to the characteristic p at­ 
tern of requiring one single cor­ 
rect response at each step, with 
no challenge to divergent think­ 
ing.” The speaker stated th at 
“discovery by the student avoids 
enslavem ent to a routine ‘best’ 
process and achieves the free­ 
dom 
of 
action

through one’s own m astery of 
thought processes.”
